



V./R: Meeting between Dr. Brueckner and CH- 

20 June 1956

had a chance to inform Kail ey of C J na Tides* Bmeckner said that 

Malley had a means of classif.'dng and identifying typewriters by a sample 
of type* His classifications extended to all makes of typewriters in the 
world and the technique for identifying a machine was very similar to that 
used in identifying fingerprints (i.e* each machine has special characteristics, 
which are catalogued, compared, and broken down letter by letter until the 
specialist is able to +ell exactly what kind of a machine is being sought.) 

Cl liaid that he was also interested in a supersonic device which the 
laboratory used (or was perfecting) in testing authenticity of documents. 
Brueckner said he did not know much about this device but t,h*t. this was 
probably another of Mailer's inventions. He suggested that ^Jdiscuss it 
with Kalley when he £3 J comes to Germany.
